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Terms of Sale 


1. Auction Basics. This is a public auction sale ("Auction Sale") conducted by licensed and 
bonded Auctioneers, Bowers & Merena Auctions (hereinafter referred to as "Auctioneer" 
and at times as "Bowers"). Bidding in this Auction Sale constitutes acceptance by you 
("Bidder") of all the Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale stated herein. Bidders may 
include consignors who may bid and purchase lot(s) in the Auction Sale consigned by the 
consignor or by other consignors pursuant to their consignment agreement with Bowers 
("Consignor" or "Consignors"). A Consignor that bids on their own lots in the Auction Sale 
may pay a different fee than the buyers premium charged to all other buyers. Bowers reserves 
the right to include in any auction sale its own material as well as material from affiliated or 

^related companies, principals, officers or employees. Bowers may have direct or indirect 
[interests in any of the lots in the auction and may collect commissions. THE TWO PRE- 
CEEDING SENTENCES SHALL BE DEEMED A PART OF THE DESCRIPTION 
■OF ALL LOTS CONTAINED IN THE CATALOGUE. Where the Consignor has re- 
j>jpurchased a lot and the lot is either returned to the Consignor or otherwise dealt with or dis¬ 
posed of in accordance with the Consignor's direction, or pursuant to contractual agree- 
iment, Bowers reserves the right to so note in the prices realized or to omit a price from the 
iprices realized. Bowers may bid for its own account at any auction. Bowers may have infor¬ 
mation about any lot that is not known publicly, and Bowers reserves the right to use such 
information, in a manner determined solely by Bowers and for the benefit of Bowers, with¬ 
out disclosing such information in the catalog, catalog description or at the auction. Bidder 
[acknowledges and agrees that Bowers may not be required to pay a Buyer's Commission, or 
other charges that other Bidders may be required to pay and may have access to information 
/ concerning the lot(s) that is not otherwise available to the public. Any claimed conflict of 
interest or claimed competitive advantage resulting therefrom is expressly waived by all par¬ 
ticipants in the Auction Sale. Lot(s) may carry a Reserve. A Reserve is a confidential price 
or bid below which the Auctioneer will not sell an item or will re-purchase on behalf of the 
I Consignor or for Bowers. 

2. Descriptions and Grading. Bidder acknowledges that grading of most coins in this 
Auction have been determined by independent grading services, and those that are not are 

; graded by Bowers. Grading of rare coins is subjective and may differ among independent 
grading services and among numismatists, even though grading has a material effect on 
the value of the coins. Bowers is not responsible for the grades assigned by independent 
grading services, and makes no warranty or representation regarding such grades. Bidder 
i further acknowledges and agrees that grades assigned by Bowers and lot descriptions are 
d based solely upon an examination of the coins and are intended to note any perceived 

- characteristics. However, coin grading and perception are subjective. Bowers does not 

- warrant the accuracy of such descriptions. All photographs in this catalogue are of the 
i. actual items being sold but may not be the actual size or to scale. 

3. The Bidding Process. The Auctioneer may open or accept the bidding on any lot by plac¬ 
ing a bid on behalf of the Consignor or his or her agent, a Bidder by mail, telephone, internet 
or telefax; or any other participant in the Auction Sale. The Auctioneer may accept or decline 

; any bid, challenge to any bid or bidding increment, as the Auctioneer in its sole discretion shall 
determine. Bids must be for an entire lot and each lot constitutes a separate sale. No lot will 
be broken up unless otherwise permitted by the Auctioneer. Lots will be sold in their num¬ 
bered sequence unless Auctioneer directs otherwise. All material shall be sold in separate lots to 
the highest Bidder as determined by the Auctioneer. Auctioneer shall have the right in its sole 
; and absolute discretion to adjudicate all bidding disputes and shall have the right, but not the 
i obligation, to rescind the acceptance of any bid and place the lot(s) for Auction Sale again.

Auctioneer 
reserves the right to refuse any bid, to reduce any mail bid received, to open the bidding of a 
lot at any level deemed appropriate by the Auctioneer and to determine the prevailing bid, at 
his sole discretion. THIS IS NOT AN APPROVAL SALE. Bidders who physically attend the 
Auction sale, either personally or through an agent ("Floor Bidders") should carefully examine 
all lots which they are interested in purchasing.

GRADED BY PCGS, NGC OR ANACS CACHET, OR ANY OTHER THIRD PARTY 
GRADING SERVICE MAY NOT BE RETURNED FOR ANY REASON WHATSOEV¬ 
ER BY ANY BIDDER. For non-certified coins: If it is determined in a review by Bowers that 
there is a material error in the catalogue description of a non-certified coin, the lot may be 
returned if written notice is received by Bowers within seventy-two (72) hours of receipt of the 
lot(s). The lot(s) must be received by Bowers no later than fourteen (14) calendar days after 
the Auction Sale in the same condition the lot(s) were delivered to the Bidder, in their original, 
sealed containers. Late remittance constitutes just cause for revocation of all return privileges. 
All prospective Bidders who have had the opportunity to examine the lot(s) prior to the 
Auction Sale personally assume all responsibility for any damage that Bidder causes in connec¬ 
tion with the lot(s). Bowers shall have sole discretion in determining the value of the damage 
caused, which shall be prompdy paid by the prospective Bidder. BOWERS IS NOT 
RESPONSIBLE FOR ANY ERRORS IN BIDDING. A Bidder should make certain to bid 
on the correct lot and that the bid is the bid intended. Once the hammer has fallen and the 
Auctioneer has announced the winning Bidder, the Bidder is unconditionally bound to pay for 
the lot, even if the Bidder has made a mistake. Bowers reserves the right to withdraw any lot 
at any time, even after the hammer has fallen, until the Bidder has taken physical possession of 
the lot.

4. Bidder Registration Required. All persons seeking to bid must have a catalogue and reg¬ 
ister to bid at the auction by completing a registration card or bid sheet. By submitting a 
bid, the Bidder acknowledges that Bidder has read the Terms and Conditions of Auction 
Sale, the descriptions for the lot(s) on which they have bid, and that they agree to adhere to 
these Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale. This agreement shall be deemed to have been 
made in California. The Bidder acknowledges that the invoice describing a lot by number 
incorporates the catalogue and Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale. 

5. Prices, Payment and Delivery. A Buyer’s Commission of fifteen (15%) on each indi¬ 
vidual lot will be added to all purchases made by Bidders, except for reacquisitions by 
Consignors, regardless of affiliation with any group or organization, and will be based 
upon the total amount of the final bid. A reacquisition charge may apply to Consignors 
pursuant to a separate agreement, which may be higher or lower than the Buyer's 
Commission. Payment is due immediately upon receipt of notification. Payment is delin¬ 
quent and in default if not made in good funds in full within fourteen (14) days of the 
Auction Sale, without exception. Unless otherwise agreed in writing, auction sales are 
strictly cash in U.S. funds payable through a bank in the United States. On any cash 
transaction or series of transactions exceeding $10,000, Treasury Form 8300 will be filed. 
Contact Bowers for wiring instructions before sending a wire. Lots must be paid for the 
earlier of receipt of invoice or delivery. Lot(s) will not be shipped before funds are received 
by Bowers. Bowers reserves the right to decline to release lots for which good funds have 
not yet been received. On any accounts past due, Bowers reserves the right to extend cred¬ 
it and impose periodic charges. Bidder agrees to pay reasonable attorney's fees and cost 
incurred to collect on such past due accounts. Payment by Visa, Mastercard, American 
Express or Discover may be accepted only for internet bidders whose total purchases for 
the Auction Sale do not exceed $5,000. Bids will not be accepted from those persons 
under eighteen (18) years of age without a parent's written consent which acknowledges 
the Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale herein and agrees to be bound thereby on 
behalf of the Bidder. Bidders personally and unconditionally guarantee payment that are 
or become owed to Bowers. If a corporation is the Bidder, the corporate representative 

resent at the sale shall provide Bowers at the time of registration with a statement signed 
y each principal, director and officer that they each personally and unconditionally guar¬ 
antee any and all current or future obligations owed to Bowers or such other statement as 
may be acceptable to Bowers, in the sole discretion of Bowers. Bidders who have not estab¬ 
lished credit with Bowers must furnish satisfactory credit references or deposit at least 
twenty-five percent (25%) of their total bids for that Auction Sale session(s) or such other 
amounts as Bowers may, in its sole and absolute discretion, require before such bids will 
be accepted. Deposits submitted will be applied to purchases. Any remaining deposits 
will be promptly refunded, upon clearance of funds. Bowers will not assume responsibil¬ 
ity for the shipping and packaging of certain larger items or items of a more fragile nature 
sold in this sale as determined by Bowers. It is the Bidder's responsibility to contact 
Bowers after the sale to make shipping and packaging arrangements. Due to the fragile 
nature of some lots, Bowers may be forced to charge additional shipping and handling. 
Lots indicated as being "framed" are shipped at the Bidder's risk. Taxes, postage, freight 
charges, if applicable, handling, insurance, the fifteen percent (15%) Buyer's 
Commission, and any other fees required by law to be charged or collected will be added 
to the invoice for any lot(s) that is invoiced to successful Bidders. 

California residents will be charged sales tax as well as bidders who pick up in 
Maryland at this Auction without a valid Resale Certificate. Please note that the pur¬ 
chase of any coin or bullion lot(s) with a price, including the buyer's fee, in excess of 
One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) is exempt from California or Maryland sales tax. 

On any tax not paid by Bidder which should have been paid, even if not collected by 
Bowers by mistake, error, negligence or gross negligence, Bidder agrees to promptly pay the 
same on demand together with any interest or penalty that may be assessed. Title to any lot 
remains with Consignor, any secured party of the Consignor, or Consignor's assigns, as the 
case may be, until the lot is paid for in full by Bidder. Bowers reserves the right to require 
payment in full before delivering any lot to the successful Bidder. The RISK OF LOSS 
passes to the Bidder upon delivery of the lot(s). 

Any and all claims based upon Buyer's failure to receive a purchased coin or lot, Buyer's 
receipt of a coin or lot in damaged condition, or otherwise related to delivery, must be 
received in writing by Bowers no later than forty-five (45) days after Buyer's payment for 
the coin or lot, regardless of whether the Buyer has received confirmation of shipment or 
not, or within 45 days of Sale if payment is not made within said time based upon pre¬ 
approved credit or otherwise. Buyer may not receive notification of shipment; it is Buyer’s 
obligation to make timely notification of any such claim. The failure to make a timely 
claim, time being of the essence, shall constitute a waiver of any such claim. 

6. Financial Responsibility. In the event a successful Bidder fails to make payment when 
due, Bowers reserves the right, in its sole discretion, to rescind the sale or to resell the lot(s) 
in a commercially reasonable manner, which may include a public or private sale. Bidder 
agrees to pay for the reasonable cost of such a sale, together with any incidental costs of 
sale, including reasonable attorney's fees and costs, cataloguing and any other reasonable 
charges. Bidder grants to Bowers or its assignees the right to offset any sums due, or found 
to be due to Bowers, and to make such offset from any past, current, or future consign¬ 
ment, or purchases that are in the possession or control of Bowers; or from any sums due 
to Bidder by Bowers. Bidder further grants Bowers a purchase money security interest in 
such sums or items and their proceeds to the extent applicable, to secure all indebtedness 
due to Bowers, plus all accrued expenses, attorney fees, and costs, until the indebtedness 
is paid in full. Bidder grants Bowers the right to file a UCC-1 financing statement for 
such items, to sign the statement as Bidder’s attorney-in-fact, and to assign such interest

to any affiliated or related company or any third party deemed appropriate by Bowers. If 
the auction invoice is not paid for in full when due per invoice terms, the unpaid balance 
will earn interest at the rate of one-and-one-half percent (1-1/2%) per month until it is 
paid in full. In the event this interest rate exceeds the interest permitted by law, the same 
shall be adjusted to the maximum rate permitted by law, and any amount paid in excess 
thereof shall be allocated to principal. Bidder agrees to pay all reasonable attorney's fees, 
court costs and other collection costs incurred by Bowers or anv affiliated or related com¬ 
pany to collect past due invoices or to interpret or enforce the terms hereof or in any 
action or proceeding arising out of or related to the Auction Sale. Bowers reserves the 
right to assign its interest to any third party. To the extent that the winning Bidder for 
any lot consists of more than one person or entity, each such person or entity is jointly 
and severally liable for all obligations of the Bidder, regardless of the title or capacity of 
such person or entity. 

7. DISCLAIMER AND WARRANTIES. NO WARRANTY OF MERCHANTABLE

ANY LOT. NO WARRANTY, WHETHER EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, IS MADE 
WITH RESPECT TO ANY LOT EXCEPT FOR WARRANTY OF TITLE, AND IN 
THE CASE OF TITLE, AUCTIONEER IS SELLING ONLY THAT RIGHT OR 
TITLE TO THE LOT THAT THE CONSIGNOR MAY HAVE AS OF THE AUC¬ 
TION SALE DATE. ALL LOTS ARE SOLD "AS IS" AND WITH ALL FAULTS. 
PURCHASER HEREBY ASSUMES ALL RISKS CONCERNING AND RELATED 
TO THE GRADING, QUALITY, DESCRIPTION. CONDITION, AUTHENTICI¬ 
TY, AND PROVENANCE OF A LOT. 

a. COINS LISTED IN THIS CATALOGUE GRADED BY PCGS, NGC OR ANACS 
CACHET, OR ANY OTHER THIRD PARTY GRADING SERVICE MAY NOT 
BE RETURNED FOR ANY REASON WHATSOEVER BY ANY BIDDER. For 
non-certified coins: If it is determined in a review by Bowers that there is a material 
error in the catalogue description of a non-certified coin, the lot may be returned if 
written notice is received by Bowers within seventy-two (72) hours of receipt of the 
lot(s). The lot(s) must be received by Bowers no later than fourteen (14) calendar days 
after the Auction Sale in the same condition the lot(s) were delivered to the Bidder, in 
their original, sealed containers. 

b. Any and all claims that an item is not authentic, must be made in writing to Bowers 
within seventy-two (72) hours days after receipt of the item. 

c. If an item or items are returned pursuant to the terms herein, they must be housed in 
their original, sealed and unopened container. 

d. Late remittance or removal of any item form its original container constitutes just cause 
for revocation of all return privileges. 

e. Grading or condition of rare coins may have a material effect on the value of the item(s) 
purchased, and the opinion of others (including independent grading services) may dif¬ 
fer with the independent grading services opinion or interpretation of Bowers. Bowers 
shall not be bound by any prior, or subsequent opinion, determination or certification 
by any independent grading service. 

f. Questions regarding the minting of a coin as a "proof' or as a "business strike" relate to 
the method of manufacture and not to authenticity. 

g. All oral and written statements made by Bowers and its employees (including affiliated 
and related companies) are statements of opinion only, and are not warranties or repre¬ 
sentations of any kind, unless stated as a specific written warranty, and no employee or 
agent of Bowers has authority to vary or alter these Terms and Conditions of Auction 
Sale. Any alteration shall be effective only if in writing and signed by an officer of 
Bowers authorized to do so. 

h. Bidders shall have no recourse against the Consignor for any reason whatsoever. 

i. Bidder acknowledges that the rare coin market is speculative, unregulated and volatile, 
and that oin prices may rise or fail over time. Bowers docs not guarantee that any cus¬ 
tomer buying for investment purposes will be able to sell for a profit in the future. 

j. Bidder acknowledges and agrees that neither Bowers, nor its employees, affiliates, 
agents, third-party providers or consignors warrant that auctions will be unimpaired, 
uninterrupted or error free and accordingly shall not be liable for such events. 

8. Waivet and Release. Bidder, for himself, his heirs, agents, successors and assignees, 
generally and specifically waives and releases, and forever discharges Bowers, and its 
respective affiliates, parents, shareholders, agents, subsidiaries, employees, members of 
their respective boards of directors, and each of them, and their respective successors and 
assignees from any and all claims, rights, demands and causes of actions and suits, of what¬ 
ever kind or nature, including but not limited to claims based upon Auctioneer’s negli¬ 
gence, whether in law or equity, whether known or unknown, suspected or unsuspected, 
which Bidder may claim to have with respect to and/or arising out of, or in connection 
with any challenge to the title to any goods purchased, the sale itself, any lot bid upon or 
consigned, and/or the auction, except where such reimbursement is otherwise authorized 
in these Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale. It is the intention of Bidder that this waiv¬ 
er and release shall be effective as a bar to each and every claim, demand, cause of action 
and suit that may arise hereunder or be related to the Auction Sale, and Purchaser hereby 
knowingly and voluntarily waives any and all rights and benefits otherwise conferred upon 
him by the provisions of Section 1542 of the California Civil Code, which reads in full as 
follows: 


"A GENERAL RELEASE DOES NOT EXTEND TO CLAIMS WHICH THE CRED¬ 
ITOR DOES NOT KNOW OR SUSPECT TO EXIST IN HIS FAVOR AT THE 
TIME OF EXECUTING THE RELEASE, WHICH IF KNOWN BY HIM MUST 
HAVE MATERIALLY AFFECTED HIS SETTLEMENT WITH THE DEBTOR." 


9. Disputes. If a dispute arises concerning ownership of a lot that has been bid upon or 
concerning proceeds of any sale, Bowers reserves the right to commence a statutory inter¬ 
pleader proceeding at the expense of the Consignor and successful Bidder and any other 
applicable party, and in such event shall be entitled to its reasonable attorneys' fees and 
costs. Bowers reserves the right to cancel or postpone the Auction Sale or any session 
thereof for a reasonable period of time for any reason whatsoever. No Bidder shall have 
any claim as a result thereof, including for incidental or consequential damages. Neither 
Bowers nor any affiliated or related company shall be responsible for incidental or conse¬ 
quential damages arising out of any failure of the Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale, 
the auction or the conduct thereof and in no event shall such liability exceed the purchase 
price, premium, or fees paid. If the Bidder fails to comply with one or more of these Terms 
and Conditions of Auction Sale, then, in addition to all other remedies which it may have 
at law or in equity, Bowers may at its sole option either (a) rescind the sale, retaining all 
payments made by Bidder as liquidated damages, it being recognized that actual damages 
may be speculative or difficult to compute, or (b) sell a portion or all of the lot(s) held Dy 
Bowers, in a quantity sufficient in the opinion of Bowers to satisfy the indebtedness, plus 
all accrued charges, and Bowers may sell such portion at an auction sale or private sale 
conducted by Bowers and charge a seller's commission that is commercially reasonable. 
More than one such sale may take place at the option of Bowers. Notice of the sale shall 
be by U.S.P.S. Certified Mail, Return Receipt Requested to the address utilized on the Bid 
Sheet, Auction Consignment and Security Agreement or other last known address by 
Bowers. The proceeds shall be applied first to the satisfaction of any damages occasioned 
by Bidder’s breach, then to any other indebtedness owed to Bowers, including without 
limitation, commissions, handling charges, the expenses of both sales, reasonable attor¬ 
neys' fees, costs, collection agency fees and costs and any other costs or expenses incurred. 
Bidder shall also be liable to Bowers if the proceeds of such sale or sales are insufficient to 
cover the indebtedness. Rights granted to Bidders under the within Terms and Conditions 
of Auction Sale are person^ and apply only to the Bidder who initially purchases the lot(s) 
from Bowers. The rights may not be assigned or transferred to any other person or enti¬ 
ty, whether by sale of the lot(s), operation of law or otherwise. Any attempt to assign or 
transfer any such rights shall be absolutely void and unenforceable. No third party may 
rely on any benefit or right conferred by these Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale. 

10. General Terms. These Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale and the auction shall be 
construed and enforced in accordance with, and governed by, the laws of the State of 
California, regardless of the location of the Auction Sale. Any dispute arising out of or 
related to these Terms and Conditions of Sale, the Auction Sale or any lot, with the sole 
exception of actions by Bowers to collect the purchase price and other damages, shall be 
submitted to binding arbitration pursuant to the rules of the Professional Numismatics 
Guild ("PNG"). Bidder acknowledges and agrees that the competent courts of the State 
of California shall have exclusive jurisdiction, subject to the requirement to arbitrate, over 
any dispute(s) arising hereunder, regardless of anv party's current or future residence or 
domicile. Bidder further agrees that venue shall be in arbitration or the Superior Court 
in Orange County, in the State of California. Bidder agrees that any arbitration or legal 
action with respect to this Auction Sale is barred unless commenced within one (1) year 
of the date of this Auction Sale. These Terms and Conditions of Sale and the information 
on the Bowers website constitute the entire agreement between the parties hereto on the 
subject matter hereof and supersede all other agreements, understandings, warranties and 
representations concerning tne subject matter hereof.

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459 1857 MS-65 (PCGS). A classic American small cent. The Flying 
Eagle cent was struck from 1856 to 1858. A combination of high 
copper costs and the public outcries over the cumbersome size and 
dirty appearance of the earlier Large Cents. While the 1856 business 
strike is a formidable rarity from this series, the 1857 and 1858 are 
plentiful enough that collectors can find an example in grades up to 
MS-65. With that said, any example in MS-66 is a seriously rare 
mother and would be fit for the finest type set. The present coin has 
the expected coloration, a rather beige-brown, but we note that it is 
mostly spot free. The device of the eagle is frosty and the luster is 
strong. A great type coin and a fresh example still housed in an old 
PCGS holder.

460 1857 MS-63 (PCGS). Housed in a first-generation PCGS slab, 
this sharply impressed example would make a nice addition to a 
Choice-quality type set. Both sides are quite vibrant in the luster cat¬ 
egory with a glistening, satin sheen. Warm tan-brown color envelops 
both sides, and a few grade-defining abrasions in the obverse field are 
not really outwardly distracting.

An original mintage of 10.2 mil¬ 
lion pieces is not overly generous by the standards of the type, and 
relatively few examples seem to have been deliberately set aside at the 
time of issue. To borrow a phrase from Rick Snow, high-grade pieces 
such as the present Gem probably survived “purely by luck.” 
Exceptional color for the issue, both sides of this coin are awash in 
full, orange-red luster that yields to more of a medium-red cast on 
the obverse. The overall impression is sharp, and the only mention- 
able striking softness is confined to a few of the obverse feathers tips, 
where it is minor. Free of distracting blemishes, this coin is certain 
to have no difficulty finding its way into an Indian Cent collection 
of Registry Set quality.

On the other 
hand, careful inspection will not reveal any notable blemishes save 
perhaps for a tiny, barely conspicuous swirl of variegated reverse 
color that is well concealed in the left portion of the wreath. The 
obverse is particularly impressive from the standpoint of eye appeal, 
and all areas are equally well struck with sharp definition to the 
devices. Conditionally rare, and worthy of serious bidder considera¬ 
tion, as such.

Cents) estimates 4 million were produced out of a combined 
mintage of 17,650,000 coins.

Touched with flecks of carbon at the 
obverse periphery, this cent is blessed by an even red brilliance, 
deeply mirrored surfaces and an evenly struck and pleasing overall 
appearance.

482 1909-S V.D.B. MS-67 RD (PCGS). This year represents only 
the second in which the San Francisco Mint struck Cents for the 
United States. It is also a transitional year that saw the final Indian I 
Cents delivered as well as the first examples of the new Lincoln 
design. What’s more, the San Francisco Mint struck two different 
types of Lincoln Cents in 1909, with the short-lived V.D.B. being 
a well-known, key-date issue due to a limited original mintage of 
484,000 pieces. The combination of first-year status and the afore¬ 
mentioned low mintage meant that the ‘09-S V.D.B. was saved in 
significant numbers at the time of delivery, and survivors are not as 
rare in today’s market as one might initially suspect. In fact, any 
large, national auction will likely have multiple Mint State survivors 
from which to choose. Even the most common issues in the U.S. 
coin series usually develop into major condition rarities at certain 
grade levels, however, and for the ‘09-S V.D.B. that grade level is 
MS-67 RD. 

This high-Condition Census Superb Gem is seemingly ear¬ 
marked for inclusion in a PCGS Registry Set of Lincoln Cents. The 
surfaces are perhaps as smooth as we have ever seen in an example 
of this issue. There are hardly any blemishes, as befits the assigned 
grade, and a tiny graze in the obverse field before Lincolns forehead 
is mentioned solely for pedigree purposes. Vibrant, softly frosted 
luster exhibits a dominant medium-orange sheen, but lovely olive- 
gold peripheral highlights are also present. Easily among our most 
important Lincoln Cent offerings of the year, this conditionally rare 
example would serve as a centerpiece in any advanced collection. A 
tiny reverse fleck over the left base of the N in ONE should also 
help establish this coin’s pedigree.

the Buffalo Nickel series, this S-mint delivery is the worst struck of 
the three 1918-dated issues of its type. Even in marginal Mint State * 
grades, the 1918-S is an elusive coin, and excessive striking incom¬ 
pleteness is the primary reason why there are so few Gems available 
in todays market. This is one of the most impressive survivors that 
we have handled in recent memory, and it is a coin that is certain j 
to see spirited bidding at auction. To start with the most important 
attribute, both sides are uncommonly well struck for the issue with 
an overall bold appearance to the devices. The obverse periphery is 
free of the weakness of detail frequently seen on example of this 
issue, and even the central highpoints are fairly sharp in definition.

Its status as an early-date type candidate in the 
U.S. Dime series, however, assures that high-quality survivors 
remain scarce from a market availability standpoint. Attractive with 
strong eye appeal, as one should expect for the near-Gem assess¬ 
ment, this mostly brilliant example shimmers with a silver-white 
sheen. There is a little bit of faint golden tinting intermingled here 
and there, particularly over the highest elements of the design.

An important find for the high-quality type collector of U.S. sil¬ 
ver coinage, this gorgeous Reeded Edge Half is awash in full, 
vibrant, frosty-textured luster. Whereas the reverse is essentially 
brilliant, the obverse is dusted with warm apricot-silver iridescence.

177 1803 B-5, BB-252. Small 3. MS-63 (PCGS). We have no doubt that this coin is one of the two or three finest survivors of the 1803 Bolender- 
5 Draped Bust Dollar. Bowers’ 1993 list of notable specimens for the die marriage has, at its apex, two MS-63 (NGC) examples. The first sold was 
offered as lot 445 in our 1991 ANA Centennial Convention Sale, while the second is pedigreed to Superior Galleries’ 1992 sale of the Adams 
Collection lot 2123. We believe the present representative is distinct from these two pieces, and it represents (at least as far as this cataloger is con¬ 
cerned) a relative newcomer to the Condition Census for the variety. Judging by current PCGS and NGC population data, it is also comfortably 
in the Condition Census for the 1803 Draped Bust Dollar as a whole, irrespective of specific Guide Book variety or die marriage. 

Originally and pleasingly toned, both sides exhibit a base of “old-silver” tinting that, on -its own, is only clearly discernible in a few isolated areas. 
This is because the surfaces also reveal splashes of tannish-silver toning and, near or around the peripheries, deeper charcoal-copper and cobalt-blue 
patination. Both sides are overall smooth and seemingly not all that far from a near-Gem assessment. An otherwise bold strike wanes a bit over the cen¬ 
tral highpoints, but this feature is minimal and anything but uncommon for an early Dollar of this type. We are hard pressed to locate a worthwhile 
pedigree marker, but perhaps a wispy obverse graze between the top of Liberty’s drapery and the closest haircurl will suffice, although one will need a 
loupe to properly discern it. A find for the advanced collector, and a coin that we wholeheartedly recommend for both type and variety purposes.

1192 1872-CC MS-64 (NGC). The province of advanced, well-funded collectors, the Seated Dollar series of 1840-1873 can be one of 
the most challenging to pursue in all of U.S. numismatics. The series is chock-full of scarce and rare dates, perhaps among the most 
instantly recognizable among casual numismatists being those struck at the Carson City Mint. This frontier-era coinage facility is 
responsible for only four issues in the Seated Dollar series, and the first-year 1870-CC is the only one that most collectors will have 
the opportunity to acquire. The 1871-CC, 1872-CC and final-year 1873-CC are all significant rarities, particularly as one surpasses 
the Extremely Fine level of preservation. 

Listed in order of increased rarity, and in terms of total number of coins believed extant, the final three CC-mint deliveries in the 
Seated Dollar series would be ranked thus: 1872-CC; 1871-CC; and 1873-CC. In Mint State, this list would look the same, although 
the relative rarity between the 1872-CC and 1871-CC would be a bit less widely spaced. As far as the 72-CC is concerned (which, 
after all, is the subject of this description), the exact number of Mint State coins extant is not known with certainty. Current PCGS 
and NGC population data accounts for 26 pieces that range in grade from MS-60 through MS-65, although the likelihood of resub¬ 
missions would argue against placing too much faith in the accuracy of this number. Probably fewer than 15 Uncirculated coins have 
survived, and the actual total may even be less than 10 pieces. 

Easily at the top of Condition Census for the issue, this Choice Seated Dollar would serve as a centerpiece in the finest special¬ 
ized collection. Both sides are warmly and evenly toned in medium-gold patina. The color lightens considerably at direct angles, 
where one can also discern a satiny sheen that includes the most modest suggestions of brightness in the fields. This is a well-struck 
coin by the standards of the series, with bold-to-sharp definition in most areas and only a bit of softness to the detail atop Liberty’s 
head on the obverse. Wispy abrasions are remarkably few in number, and the obverse is actually quite smooth in outward appearance. 
As far as pedigree purposes are concerned, we have found only two worthwhile identifiers: a thin, staccato-like graze at the reverse 
border outside the eagle’s left (facing) wingtip; and a small reeding mark in the reverse field above the portion of the ribbon that bears 
the letters RU in TRUST.

Nevertheless, patience and the right amount of money can usually 
secure an Uncirculated ‘80-0 Morgan in grades up to and includ¬ 
ing MS-64. At or above the Gem threshold, this is a very rare 
issue—so rare, in fact, that even some of the most prominent 
Morgan Dollar collectors have settled for an MS-64 example. 

The sign of an important sale for Silver Dollar specialists, this 
conditionally rare piece represents a fleeting bidding opportunity, 
particularly for the Morgan Dollar Registry Set collector. The 
obverse is the more extensively patinated of the two sides, with 
dominant apricot-gray patina throughout and a blush of blue-gray 
tinting at the left border.

Only about 20% of 
extant ‘90-CC Dollars display Deep Mirror Prooflike surfaces, and 
most of these coins are noticeably (if not heavily) abraded and con¬ 
fined to the lower levels of Mint State. Gems are elusive, and we 
suspect that the present example will see strong competition 
between Registry Set collectors of DMPL Dollars. 

There is enough contrast between reflective fields and frosty 
devices on both sides of this coin for us to describe it as cameo. A 
little bit of light, silver-tan tinting is scattered about, but only in the 
reverse field around the eagle does it become somewhat hazy in 
appearance. The reflectivity in the fields, however, remains fully dis¬ 
cernible on both sides, if a bit less so at indirect light angles. This 
piece is sharply struck with a minimum number of abrasions, and 
it possesses pleasing eye appeal.

1349 1902 Proof-68 (NGC). This year represents the first in which 
proof Morgan Dollars were prepared with an all-brilliant finish. 
Federal records list a mintage of 777 pieces for this issue, and it is 
probable that most of these coins have survived in one state or 
another. Most extant proof 1902 Morgans, however, are noticeably 
hairlined and confined to grades that are much lower than Proof-68 
on the 1-70 scale. In fact, PCGS and NGC combined have certi¬ 
fied just six specimens at this level, and these coins constitute the 
Condition Census for the issue. 

Wayne Miller (1982) states that most extant proof Silver Dollars 
of this date are rather heavily toned, and the present Superb Gem is 
no exception to this rule. The surfaces are overlaid in rich, mosdy 
charcoal-blue color that yields to off-center swirls of antique-copper 
patina toward the right borders. The outward appearance is 
markedly different at direct light angles, however, where one can 
appreciate apricot-gold, powder-blue and medium-pink under¬ 
tones. All but the highest points in the centers are sharply struck, 
and distracting contact marks are conspicuous by their absence. 
Although not for everyone, this conditionally rare Morgan repre¬ 
sents an important bidding opportunity for the collector who 
appreciates richly colored toning.

Although produced in slightly fewer 
numbers, the 1925-S (1.6 million coins struck) is more plentiful 
than the 1924-S (1.7 million pieces delivered) in Mint State. The 
former issue, however, is still conditionally challenging, as most 
Uncirculated ‘25-S Peace Dollars in todays market grade no finer 
than MS-64. The reason for this is that this San Francisco Mint 
issue was neither well produced nor, as a rule, well cared for after 
delivery. Unlike most survivors that we encounter, the PCGS-certi- 
fied Gem in this lot is overall boldly defined with sufficient luster 
quality and a noteworthy lack of bothersome abrasions. The central 
highpoint detail is a bit soft, however, but there is still some appre¬ 
ciable definition over these elements of the design. Softly frosted 
luster envelops both sides, the surfaces of which are free of men- 
tionable abrasions save for a small reverse reeding mark in the field 
behind the eagle’s head. Even this distraction is not too worrisome, 
as the overall appearance on both sides is remarkably smooth for the 
issue. Originally toned, with swaths of mottled orange-tan and 
pale-gold colors bisecting the centers, the colors warmer on the 
obverse than they are on the reverse. At the top of the PCGS

1378 1873-S MS-66 (NGC). Due to its proximity to the Orient, the 
San Francisco Mint shouldered the lion’s share of the burden for 
business strike Trade Dollar production. This is a positive note for 
collectors, as the higher mintages of S-mint issues usually makes 
them more available for type purposes. In the case of the 1873-S, 
however, the San Francisco Mint proved to be a curse as virtually 
the entire mintage of 703,000 pieces was shipped to the Orient. 
Very few coins, if any were deliberately set aside at the time of issue, 
and high-quality survivors such as the present Gem have probably 
come down to us purely as a matter of chance. 

An exceptionally attractive Trade Dollar regardless of date or 
issuing mint, this colorfully toned Gem is one of the two highest- 
graded examples of the issue known to PCGS and NGC. The 
obverse is splashed with rich, mottled, copper-russet and cobalt- 
blue iridescence, although there are also areas of brilliance on that 
side. The reverse has a much more uniform appearance, an other¬ 
wise silvery sheen being interrupted by a few faint planchet streaks 
(as produced) in the right field. Satin-to-softly frosted luster 
envelops both sides, the surfaces of which are virtually free of abra¬ 
sions. Overall sharply struck, with a small obverse distraction inside 
star 3 that we mention solely for pedigree purposes. A conditional¬ 
ly rare example that would make a fitting addition to the finest 
Trade Dollar collection.

Apparently, 
at least 30 different die marriages were required for this mintage, 
which, after all, is sizeable for a privately issued Territorial gold coin. 
As one of the more frequently encountered numismatic representa¬ 
tives of Gold Rush California in todays market, the 1853 K-18 
Assay Office Twenty is an understandably popular coin among spe¬ 
cialists. This is a pleasing and highly desirable BU representative 
whose surfaces exhibit warm, even, yellow-gold color. Satin-to-soft- 
ly frosted luster blankets both sides, its sheen quite vibrant given the 
assigned grade. Sharply struck and free of individually mentionable 
abrasions, this coin is sure to have no difficulty eliciting strong bids 
when it crosses the auction block.

1515 1852 Wass, Molitor & Co. $10 Gold. K-4. Rarity-5. Large 
Head. AU-53 (PCGS). An important bidding opportunity for 
the collector of California Gold Rush coinage, this lot offers a pleas¬ 
ing representative of the Wass Molitor Large Head Ten. Both sides 
exhibit even, yellow-gold color over surfaces that are expectably 
abraded for a Territorial gold coin of this size. While many of the 
abrasions are fairly moderate in size, there really are none that are 
worthy on singular concern. The strike is overall soft, particularly 
around the peripheries, but again one should not be too bothered 
by this feature given the rustic conditions under which this coin was 
undoubtedly produced. Blushes of the original finish peer from the 
more protected areas around a few of the devices as the coin dips 
into a light. 

A couple of moderate-size “distractions” around the reverse periphery appear to be 
as-struck planchet flaws.

(NGC). As one of the more frequently encountered Clark, Gruber 
& Co. gold issues, the 1860 Two-and-a-Half is a popular coin to 
represent historic Gold Rush Colorado. This is a pleasing near-Mint 
example whose surfaces reveal only a bit of light rub. The softness of 
detail noted for several of the central highpoints (haircurls over 
Liberty’s brow, eagle’s neck feathers, etc.), therefore, is largely the 
result of striking incompleteness that is anything but uncommon for 
a Territorial gold coin. Otherwise green-gold surfaces warm to yel¬ 
low-gold shades as the coin dips into a light, there also being flick¬ 
ers of copper-russet tinting in a couple of isolated peripheral areas. 
Nicely preserved despite having seen some circulation, the surfaces 
are predominantly free of mentionable abrasions. Accuracy, howev¬ 
er, does compel us to mention a small ding in the obverse field 
between the first two digits in the date, as well as a thin reverse graze 
above the arrowheads.

1520 1852-D Winter 4-F, the only known dies. AU-58 (PCGS). 
Gold Dollars of this date and mintmark combination are median 
rarities in the Dahlonega Mint series, with perhaps 100-110 coins 
extant from an original mintage of just 6,360 pieces. A bit finer than 
the typically encountered survivor in today’s market, this near-Mint 
example possesses strong eye appeal for the assigned grade. Blended 
green-gold and orange-gold colors compete for dominance as the 
coin rotates under a light. The overall strike is quite sharp, and it 
wanes appreciably over only the haircurls atop Liberty’s brow in the 
center of the obverse. With blushes of original luster and mostly 
small-size abrasions, this problem-free Choice AU example would 
grace any Southern gold set with its presence. 

There are two obverse planchet flaws (as struck) over and before the bottom of 

Liberty’s portrait that should not be mistaken for abrasions.

Although the first Type II Gold Dollars flowed from the presses in 
the Philadelphia Mint in 1854, the premier mintmarked examples 
were not produced until the following year. In 1855, the Charlotte, 
Dahlonega and New Orleans Mints joined with the Philadelphia 
facility to produce the largest yearly total in the short-lived Type II 
Gold Dollar series. The ‘55-C did not contribute much to this total, 
its mintage being a mere 9,803 pieces. An understandably scarce 
coin, it is also a highly desirable one as the only C-mint Gold Dollar 
of its type. 

When offered in todays market, the 1855-C is apt to grade no 
finer than VF. Significantly, the present example is at the Mint State 
threshold, although there is some highpoint rub to confirm the AU- 
58 designation. The strike is characteristically soft in the centers for 
a representative of this delivery, but the reverse wreath is quite 
sharply detailed, and the C mintmark is crisp. Olive-gold under¬ 
tones warm to orange-gold color as the surfaces dip into a light. 
Both sides are a bit scuffy in appearance, as one should expect for a 
Charlotte Mint gold coin that saw actual circulation, but there are 
only a few moderate-size distractions over and around Liberty’s por¬ 
trait on the obverse. In terms of total number of coins believed 
extant, the 1855-C is similar in rarity to the 1849-C Closed 
Wreath. The former issue is rarer in high grades, however, ranking 
behind only the 1849-C Open Wreath as the most elusive C-mint 
Gold Dollar in AU and Mint State (per Doug Winter).

1526 1857-D Winter 9-L, the only known dies. MS-62 (PCGS). 
The 1857-D has an original mintage of just 3,533 pieces, and it 
falls squarely in the middle of the Dahlonega Mint Gold Dollar 
series in terms of high-grade rarity. At the top of Condition Census 
for the issue, this is an otherwise green-gold example whose surfaces 
warm to medium-gold color at more direct light angles. As befits 
the issue, the obverse displays a sufficiently bold strike for a prod¬ 
uct of this Southern coinage facility. The reverse, however, is a bit 
more softly defined, particularly over the middle of the date and the 
ribbon that binds the wreath. Satiny surface texture includes very 
modest hints of brightness in the fields. The surfaces are a bit scuffy 
in outward appearance, but there are uncommonly few sizeable 
and/or individually distracting abrasions for a D-mint Gold Dollar 
at the BU level of preservation. 

The six-finest ‘57-D Gold Dollars currently known to PCGS are 
all confined to the MS-62 grade level. Doug Winter accounts for all 
of these coins in the 2003 book Gold Coins of the Dahlonega Mint: 
1838-1861, with the present example being tied for second-finest 
known in the authors Condition Census list.

1527 1859-C Winter 11-M, the only known dies. MS-62 (NGC). 
Gold Dollar production at the Charlotte Mint passed into history 
with a delivery of 5,235 pieces in 1859. In terms of total number of 
coins believed extant, the ‘59-C is the rarest C-mint Gold Dollar 
after only the legendary 1849-C Open Wreath. Mint State sur¬ 
vivors are nearly in the same relative rarity category, although they 
are surpassed not only by those of the ‘49-C Open Wreath, but also 
by those of the 1855-C. 

Both sides of this BU example are overlaid in khaki-gold color 
that assumes more of an orange-gold cast as the coin dips into a 
light. The overall impression really is not all that bad by the stan¬ 
dards of the issue, although one will find softness of detail both over 
the rims and in the centers. The surfaces are subdued in sheen, but 
there are essentially no sizeable or individually distracting abrasions. 
A wispy reverse graze below the C mintmark is mentioned for pedi¬ 
gree purposes.

Today, it is a well-known 
fact that all proof Gold Dollars of this date were struck with a 
Closed 3. To be sure, this specimen delivery is a respectable rarity in 
its own right, with perhaps no more than 15-18 coins believed 
extant from an original mintage of 25 pieces (this estimate per 
Walter Breen, 1988). Survivors such as the present Gem enjoy even 
greater significance and desirability among specialists due to the rar¬ 
ity of the business strike 1873 Closed 3 Gold Dollar. 

A beautiful proof, both sides are bathed in orange-gold color 
that appears to “go black" in the fields as the coin turns away from 
a light.

Quarter Eagle production reached the level of 6,812 pieces in this, 
the final year of the Capped Bust Right series. This total, paltry at 
it may be by today s standards, was actually the largest of its denom¬ 
ination up until that time. It is no wonder, therefore, that the 1807 
is the “typ e coin” in the Capped Bust Right Two-and-a-Half series. 
Of course, with just 200 pieces believed extant in all grades, this 
issue is nothing short of rare when viewed in the wider context of 
U.S. numismatics. 

This is a yellow-gold example whose devices retain bold striking 
detail in most areas despite a bit of light highpoint rub. Some of the 
design elements are a bit softly impressed—a feature that is basical¬ 
ly par for the course as far as early U.S. Mint coinage is concerned. 
Remnants of original luster are largely confined to the reverse, but 
some can be seen in the protected areas around the obverse stars. 
There are no individually conspicuous abrasions, and the eye appeal 
is pleasing for a near-Mint Quarter Eagle of this type.

All Quarter Eagles issued 
prior to the adoption of the Classic design in 1834 are rare, their 
mintages limited due to lack of demand for this denomination 
among contemporary bullion depositors. The Capped Head Left 
series is the third and final one of this era, and it is divided into two 
subseries based on the diameter of the coins. The earlier, 1821-1827 
issues were struck with a large diameter that measures approxi¬ 
mately 18.5 millimeters. Although the first-year 1821 was produced 
in slightly larger (and we mean slightly) quantities, the 1825 
appears to be the most frequently issue of this type. Still, there are 
no more than 120 examples believed extant, with probably 100 of 
these survivors being from the B. 1 die combination. 

A pleasing BU representative, this coin is strictly free of wear, 
although the Mint State grade is limited due to a smattering of 
small and moderate-size abrasions. Most of the latter features are 
really not individually bothersome to the naked eye, but we do note 
a small reverse reeding mark in the left field. Otherwise green-gold 
in color, there are speckles of copper-russet iridescence in the reverse 
field around the eagles head. Pleasingly sharp in strike with good 
eye appeal in a BU-quality gold coin from the early years of the U.S. 
Mint, this 1825 Quarter Eagle would make a fitting addition to a 
type set.

With an extant population of perhaps just 75-85 coins in all grades, 
the low-mintage (4,643 pieces) 1842-D is an obviously elusive 
Quarter Eagle. Writing in 2003, Doug Winter ranks this issue as the 
fifth rarest of the 20 Dahlonega Mint deliveries of this denomination 
in an absolute sense. It shares this honor with the 1841 -D and 1852- 
1 *. Typically offered no finer than VF, the 42-D is a find in EF, with 
4.U survivors quite scarce from a condition standpoint. This khaki- 
gold example also reveals some modest olive-gold tendencies as the 
surfaces turn away from a light. The overall definition is pleasingly 
bold, this despite light highpoint wear and some softness to the 
reverse strike over and around the shield. Scattered abrasions are 
mostly small in size, but accuracy compels us to mention a diagonal 
cut in the obverse field inside star 13. Judging by Winter’s list, this 
AU representative probably qualifies as low Condition Census for 
this challenging issue from the Georgia branch mint.

1551 1843-C Winter 4-C. Die State III. Small Date. AU-58 
(PCGS). The rarest Charlotte Quarter Eagle in terms of total 
number of coins believed extant, the ‘43-C Small Date has a paltry 
original mintage of 2,988 pieces. Doug Winter (Gold Coins of the 
Charlotte Mint: 1838-1861) accounts for a mere 50-60 survivors at 
all levels of preservation, with most grading no finer than VF or EE 
Just shy of Mint State, the present example qualifies for low 
Condition Census standing. This is a delightful coin to behold, the 
surfaces attractively colored in a blend of green-gold and yellow- 
gold shades. The obverse appears to have been a bit more sharply 
struck than the reverse, but both sides are pleasingly bold in overall 
definition with just a bit of light rub to the highpoints and open 
fields. Flickers of a original mint bloom still peer from the protect¬ 
ed areas around a few of the devices, and an overall lack of individ¬ 
ually mentionable abrasions is also a praiseworthy attribute. A find 
for the dedicated Southern gold collector, this near-Mint Quarter 
Eagle would grace even the finest C-mint set with its presence. A 
moderate reverse distraction over the right-horizontal shield stripes 
should help establish this coin’s pedigree.

AU-50 (NGC). This is a handsome, rich-looking representative of 
the issue whose surfaces are overlaid in blended khaki-gold and 
orange-gold colors. The surfaces are smoother in outward appear¬ 
ance than one might expect to see in a C-mint gold coin that 
acquired 10 points of wear. In fact, there are no sizeable or individ¬ 
ually mentionable abrasions to report. The strike is more-or-less soft 
on both sides, as almost always seen for the ‘43-C Small Date, and 
we would rate the obverse as the bolder of the two sides were we 
forced to make a choice in this regard. A bit of light-copper tinting 
has gathered around the reverse periphery, where it further enhances 
the eye appeal of this already relatively pleasing piece.

1553 1844-C Winter 6-E, the only known dies. AU-58 (PCGS). 
With a fire in the Mint precluding an 1845-C Quarter Eagle deliv¬ 
ery, the 1844-C probably saw uncommonly heavy circulation even 
for a Quarter Eagle from this coinage facility. We believe that this is 
the reason why the ‘44-C is typically offered no finer than VF, and 
also why the issue ranks fourth in high-grade rarity among the 20 
Charlotte Mint deliveries in this series. Conditionally rare with 
pleasing eye appeal, this near-Mint survivor displays dominant 
medium-gold color that yields to deeply set, olive-gold undertones 
as the coin turns away from a light. Faint flickers of a satiny sheen 
are discernible at direct angles, this despite a somewhat scuffy 
appearance that is, however, free of sizeable distractions. Pleasingly 
bold in obverse striking detail, with some appreciable softness to the 
reverse eagle that is not uncommon for the issue.

Presenting as yellow-gold in color at direct angles, both sides yield to 
deeply set, olive-gold undertones as the surfaces turn away from a 
light.

^ 1838-1861), the typically encountered ‘44-C Two-and-a-Half in 
today’s market will win no honors for striking quality. The example 
in this lot, however, is not really that bad in terms of overall defini¬ 
tion. The devices present as generally bold in detail, and the only 
mentionable softness of strike is seen over some of the obverse stars, 
as well as at the eagles left (facing) leg feathers on the reverse. 
Scattered abrasions are commensurate with the grade. Along with 
the 1854-C and 1856-C, the 1844-C is the eighth rarest of the 20 
C-mint deliveries in the U.S. Quarter Eagle series.

Winter opines that only 65-75 coins are extant at all 
levels of preservation, the vast majority of which grade no finer than 
EF. The present example is not without problems, but it does retain 
sufficiently bold definition for a Charlotte Mint gold coin that saw 
actual, however light circulation. There are also no individually con¬ 
spicuous abrasions, but the surfaces are noticeably glossy in texture 
with a blend of olive-gold and medium-gold colors. Considerably 
smoothing is discernible in the obverse field, as noted on the NCS 
insert.

Green-gold color dominates the outward appearance, but 
there are also medium-gold shades discernible at direct angles. Soft 
striking definition in and around the centers is really the only sig¬ 
nificant detraction, as there are no sizeable or individually mention- 
jble abrasions.

1558 1850-C Winter 12-G. AU-55 (PCGS). This is one of the more 
frequently encountered issues in the C-mint Quarter Eagle series, 
and this despite an extant population of perhaps just 95-105 coins. 
When viewed in the wider context of U.S. numismatics, of course, 
the ‘50-C Two-and-a-Half must be regarded as a scarce coin. Finer 
than the typically offered VF or EF survivor, this Choice AU exam¬ 
ple is lightly worn with blushes of the original mint finish still peer¬ 
ing from the protected areas around many of the peripheral devices. 
Otherwise relatively bold for a product of this coinage facility, the 
strike wanes noticeably over the eagles left (facing) leg feathers on 
the reverse, as well as in the corresponding area on the obverse. 
Khaki-gold in color, the surfaces reveal scattered abrasions, most of 
which are small in size and singularly inconspicuous. There are, 
however, two digs in the right obverse field and a reverse graze above 
the eagle’s right (facing) wing that we feel compelled to mention.

Underrated as both an absolute and condition rarity, the 1858 is sel¬ 
dom offered in as high a grade as MS-63. Medium-intensity, rose- 
gold color blankets both sides of this important representative. The 
obverse impression is sharp, while that on the reverse wanes a bit 
over the higher elements of the eagle. A satiny sheen is seen through¬ 
out, but we are unable to locate more than a few wispy abrasions. 
There is a bit of light haziness to the reverse that we also feel com¬ 
pelled to mention. Worthy of inclusion in a specialized gold collec¬ 
tion or a better-date type set. 

Scattered striations (as produced) are discernible in the fields as the coin rotates 

under a light.

1560 1871 Proof-63 Cameo (PCGS). A limited business strike 
mintage and the prevalence of deceptive prooflike examples in 
todays market means that a diagnostic feature would be useful 
when attributing the proof 1871 Quarter Eagle. Fortunately this 
issue is very obliging in this regard, as all true specimen strikings 
display a small rust pit (as produced) at the bottom of Liberty’s por¬ 
trait before the lowermost curl. The present example readily reveals 
this diagnostic with a loupe, although its other attributes are such 
obvious products of proof production methods that it is hardly 
needed. The fields are deeply mirrored in finish with a shimmering 
texture that is most impressive at direct light angles. The devices, on 
the other hand, are more satiny in sheen, and the validity of the 
CAM designation seems assured in our minds. Warmly colored in 
reddish-gold shades, with no more than the expected number of 
wispy, small-size contact marks for the Proof-63 numeric grade. 

The 1871 is a scarce date in all business strike grades that is 
decidedly rare as a proof. The latter delivery has an original mintage 
of just 30 pieces, and we doubt whether significantly more than half 
of these specimens are extant.

1561 1873-S MS-64 (PCGS). One of many scarce-to-rare San 
Francisco Mint Quarter Eagles delivered during the 1870s, the 
1873-S is a low-mintage issue (27,000 pieces) that undoubtedly saw 
extensive circulation on the frontier. Even AU survivors can be chal¬ 
lenging to locate, and the present near-Gem is undeniably rare and 
comfprtably located at the top of Condition Census for the issue. 
Warm rose-gold color blankets both sides, its appearance noticeably 
warmer on the obverse. This is a fairly well-produced coin by the 
standards of the type, with an otherwise sharp strike that wanes 
solely over the eagle s left (facing) leg on the reverse. Satiny in sheen, 
and free of all but a few wispy abrasions that are largely confined to 
the open field areas. Specialists in both S-mint coinage and Liberty 
gold would be wise to take fully advantage of the fleeting bidding 
opportunity that this rare ‘73-S Two-and-a-Half represents.

Original Mintage: Just 48 Pieces 


1569 1889 Proof-65 Ultra Cameo (NGC). The 1889 Quarter Eagle 
is definitely an underrated coin in proof format, although one 
would think that its relative rarity would be more widely appreciat¬ 
ed in numismatic circles. After all, this issues original mintage of 
just 48 pieces is considerably lower than that of any other proof 
Two-and-a-Half from the 1881-1907 era. Not surprisingly, David 
W. Akers (1975) states, “I have seen fewer proofs of this date than 
any other Quarter Eagle after 1880, including the highly regarded 
1881 and 1885.” Despite these facts, the 2007 Guide Book assigns 
the 1889 the same price in Proof-63 as it does to the other proof 
Quarter Eagle struck from 1882-1891. To be sure, the fairly plenti¬ 
ful status of the business strike 1889 depresses the price of its proof 
counterpart somewhat, but at least the February 10, 2006 edition 
of the CDN Quarterly II assigns this specimen delivery a higher 
value in all grades than most of the other proof Quarter Eagles from 
this era. 

An important bidding opportunity for the advanced collector of 
19th century gold, this glorious Gem is possessed of bold field-to- 
device contrast. Whereas the former features are mirrored in finish, 
the latter display a satiny sheen. Crisply delineated from an obvi¬ 
ously powerful strike, both sides are yellow-gold in color with fields 
that appear to “go black” as the coin rotates away from a light. A 
loupe reveals a modest, yet appreciable “orange-peel” texture, but 
not even such close inspection calls forth a mentionable handling 
mark. Scarce in an absolute sense, and of further importance as a 
condition rarity. 

NGC Census: just two coins in all Ultra Cameo grades, with the present Gem 
being the more highly graded. To date, PCGS has certified just a single example in 
Deep Cameo, and that coin also carries a numeric grade of Proof-65.

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1570 1898 MS-65 (NGC). Many of the Liberty Quarter Eagles pro¬ 
duced at the Philadelphia Mint during the 1890s are low mintage. 
All have mintages under 30,000 pieces per year and the 1890, 1892, 
1894 and 1895 issues all have mintages under 10,000. The 1898 has 
a recorded mintage of 24,000 and while most of the graded popula¬ 
tion is in the Mint State range, few reach the Gem category. The 
Gem example offered here possesses lovely rich orange-gold col¬ 
oration with crisp, radial luster. Every detail of the coin is fully 
struck. The only identifying characteristic worth mentioning is a 
small lint mark in the hair just below the ER of LIBERTY.

Satin-to-softly frosted bathes both sides of 
this delightful near-Gem. The centers reveal warm rose-gold color, 
but the peripheries are largely overlaid in orange-gold shades.

1572 1902 Proof-65 (NGC). The original mintage of this late-date 
proof Liberty Quarter Eagle is a relatively generous 193 pieces. 
Survivors, therefore, are among the more plentiful specimen strik- 
ings of their design. This means that the 1902 is an important coin 
for proof type purposes. The key word here is, of course, “proof,” 
with the result that this gold issue must still be considered scarce 
when viewed in the wider context of U.S. numismatics. 

This years marks the first in which the Philadelphia Mint 
employed the all-brilliant proofing process in the production of 
specimen coinage. As such, the present Two-and-a-Half exhibits a 
uniformly mirrored finish, although one can discern the faintest 
suggestions of a satiny sheen over the reverse eagle and peripheral 
devices. Uniform yellow-gold color radiates from both sides, and it 
further accents crisp striking definition that is already easy to dis¬ 
cern with only a cursory perusal of the devices. There are no both¬ 
ersome contact marks.

Sharply, if not fully struck from the 
dies, and of further desirability as a high-quality type candidate.

1576 1911-D MS-62 (PCGS). The 1911-D has the lowest mintage 
(55,680 pieces) in the Indian Quarter Eagle series, and it is the pre¬ 
mier rarity of its type in all grades. This is a pleasing coin for the 
BU grade, the surfaces a light, even, khaki-gold color. Satiny in 
mint finish, both sides are also sharply struck—as frequently seen 
for the issue. Still, some ‘11-D Two-and-a-Halves have an extreme¬ 
ly weak D mintmark, so it is significant that the present example is 
boldly defined over this feature, as well. Grade-defining abrasions 
are wispy and perhaps only readily discernible in the upper-reverse 
field. Collectors who have been steadily assembling Mint State sets 
of this highly collectible 20th century gold series can end their 
search for the challenging ‘11-D with this lot. On the other hand, 
for those who have been contemplating wading into this series we 
can think of no better way to get started than by getting the key- 
date issue out of the way first.

The second 
PCGS MS-62 representative that this cataloger has been tasked 
with describing for this Baltimore Auction, the coin in this lot 
exhibits warm, even color that blends medium-gold and green-gold 
shades.

A scarce and underrated issue in the P- 
mint portion of the Indian Quarter Eagle series, the 1912 is more 
elusive than such other deliveries as the 1913, 1914 and 1915 (to 
say nothing of the 1926-1929 issues) in lower Mint State grades. 
The ‘ 12-P is also conditionally challenging, and it ranks ninth in 
high-grade (MS-64 or finer) rarity out of the 15 issues in this 20th 
century gold series. Writing in 2001, Mike Fuljenz and Doug 
Winter opine that a premium-quality MS-65 will qualify as 
Condition Census for this issue. 

This is the finest and most attractive 1912 Quarter Eagle that 
this cataloger can remember handling in recent memory. The luster 
is not among the most flashy for the type, but it is more vibrant 
than typically seen for the date. Surface texture is satin-to-softly 
frosted, and a bit of light granularity is discernible under a loupe. 
The color is an otherwise dominant orange-gold shade that is inter¬ 
rupted by light rose-gold tinting over the back of the Native 
American’s headdress on the obverse. Pleasingly sharp in strike, and 
of further desirability due to an uncommon lack of grade-limiting 
bagmarks. In fact, the outward appearance is remarkably smooth, 
and an older PCGS holder with a green insert suggests serious bid¬ 
der consideration.

A strong 
candidate for inclusion in a Choice-quality set of Indian Two-and-a-

sentative are scarce from a market availability standpoint. Satiny in 
texture, the surfaces are bathed in colors that alternate between 
khaki-gold and medium-gold shades as the coin dips in and out of a 
light. Both sides are pleasingly vibrant in sheen for the assigned 
grade, and none of the grade-defining abrasions are really worthy of 
individual attention.

1582 1860 Proof-65 Cameo (NGC). As only the second proof Three-Dollar gold piece for which we have an actual mintage figure, this pre-Civil War 
issue is understandably rare at all levels of preservation. Federal records report that 119 proof Threes were delivered in 1860, but the infancy with 
which the numismatic hobby was in at that time has led many researchers (such as Q. David Bowers and Doug Winter) to opine that no more than 
20 of these coins were actually distributed. Survivors probably number no more than 12 examples, and they are counted as among the rarest of the 
rare in the proof Three-Dollar gold series. 

A delightful Gem to behold, both sides of this vivid specimen possess deep, mirrored reflectivity in the fields. The devices, on the other hand, 
are satiny in mint finish, with the result that one can readily appreciate cameo contrast as the surfaces rotate under a light. Orange-gold obverse 
color lightens in shade a bit on the reverse. Neither side reveals any mentionable handling marks, and the only pedigree markers of note are two 
small obverse lintmarks (as struck) that one will need a loupe to discern. The first of these features is in the field before Liberty’s headdress, and the 
other is also in the left field, albeit inside the letters IT in UNITED. A beautiful Gem representative of this exceedingly rare deliver)' in the 19th 
century proof gold series.

Unfortunately, our efforts to discover this coin’s pedigree bore no fruit. Perhaps another numismatist will be more successful? 
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1583 1861 MS-62 (PCGS). Produced at the onset of the Civil War, the 
1861 is a low-mintage Three (5,959 business strikes produced) that 
probably saw not insignificant melting during the economic 
upheaval of the era. Unlike many later-date issues in this series, the 
1861 is largely represented by circulated survivors in today’s market. 
The number of Mint State coins believed extant is minimal, with 
Bowers and Winter (2005) accounting for just 35-50 pieces at this 
level. Free of wear with satiny luster and modest hints of brightness 
in the fields, this BU example would fit well into any specialized col¬ 
lection of this challenging 19th century gold series. The color is a 
warm, even, khaki-gold shade, and none of the grade-defining abra¬ 
sions are really worthy of individually attention. Still, the surfaces are 
a bit scufiy in appearance, but there are no more than the expected 
number of handling marks for the assigned grade. Boldly, if not 
sharply struck over most elements of the design.

1584 1878 AU-58 (NGC). Rose-gold surfaces retain plenty of mint lus¬ 
ter despite having acquired some light rub. The devices are suitably 
bold in definition, and there are not all that many notable distrac¬ 
tions for a circulated gold coin of this size. A moderate dig in the 
obverse field below Liberty’s portrait is worthy of attention. Along 
with the first-year 1854, the 1878 is the premier type candidate in 
the Three-Dollar gold series.

1585 1886 Proof-63 Cameo (PCGS). The U.S. Mint produced 142 
proof Three-Dollar gold pieces in 1886, deliveries of which seem to 
have been made periodically throughout the year. There are two 
known die marriages, but their differences are minor and largely 
concerned with the position of the 1 in the date relative to the O in 
DOT T AR on the reverse. According to Q. David Bowers and Doug 
Winter (2005), no more than 100 examples of both varieties com¬ 
bined are extant at all levels of preservation. 

Otherwise medium-gold surfaces reveal blushes of iridescent, 
orange-copper tinting is many areas at the denticles. This is a smart¬ 
ly impressed coin, as one should expect for proof production meth¬ 
ods, and the devices are also possessed of a pleasingly satin texture. 
On the other hand, the fields are deeply mirrored in finish, and 
there is appreciable cameo contrast to both sides. None of the 
wispy, small-size contact marks are out of context with the desig¬ 
nated grade. A relatively pleasing specimen that would fit comfort¬ 
ably into any advanced collection.

1586 1888 MS-63 (PCGS). A mere 5,000 business strike Three-Dollar 
gold pieces emerged from the presses in the Philadelphia Mint dur¬ 
ing 1888, the vast majority of which probably saw little, if any cir¬ 
culation. Still, survivors are not at all plentiful, there being perhaps 
just 350-450 Mint State coins extant along with another 200-300 
pieces in circulated grades (mostly AU). 

A beautiful Choice representative, the 1888 Three in this lot 
possesses above-average eye appeal for the assigned grade. The prin¬ 
cipal reason for this is that the surfaces are remarkably smooth in 
outward appearance with only a few small, wispy abrasions that are 
not discernible at all angles. Of course, one will also appreciate the 
color, which is a blend of warm orange-gold and rose-gold shades. 
Pleasingly sharp in strike, and worthy of inclusion in either a bet¬ 
ter-date type set or a specialized collection of this challenging 19th 
century gold series.

1588 1889 MS-65 (PCGS). The Philadelphia Mint struck only 2,300 
Three-Dollar gold pieces during this, the final year of the denomi¬ 
nation. No more than a few hundred coins are believed extant, most 
of which are Mint State. The vast majority of survivors, however, 
cannot touch the present Gem in terms of either technical quality 
or eye appeal. The surfaces are overall smooth with hardly any abra¬ 
sions and a tiny obverse tick in the left field that we mention solely 
for accuracy’s sake. Bountiful mint luster swirls around both sides 
with a softly frosted texture. The color is also attractive, being a 
blend of warm, orange-gold and lighter, rose-gold shades that are 
perhaps a bit more vivid on the obverse. Sharply struck throughout, 
with a bit of light, dappled haziness over the lower-left obverse that 
should not cause too much concern. Interested bidders should pre¬ 
pare to chase this coin, as it is housed in an older (green-insert) 
holder and definitely PQ for the designated grade.

Since the 
price of early U.S. gold increases markedly as one approaches and 
then surpasses the Mint State threshold, we suspect that this Choice 
EF 1802/1 will find many eager buyers in today’s market. A great 
high-grade circulated type candidate, this handsome Half Eagle is 
mostly green-gold in color. There is, however, considerable reddish- 
orange tinting intermingled on both sides, but this feature is only 
readily perceptible under direct light, and then again mostly on the 
obverse. Remnants of a semi-prooflike finish are evident in the pro¬ 
tected areas around the devices, which retain overall bold definition 
despite overall light wear and what appears to have been some 
incompleteness of strike over the higher elements of the design. A 
moderate obverse graze inside stars 12 and 13 is the only singularly 
mentionable distraction among the scattered abrasions.

AU-55 (NGC). A distinct variety due to the Knobbed 6 and 
obverse star arrangement, the 1806 B. 5-E is also the most plentiful 
early Half Eagle. This is good for both specialists and type collectors, 
as a certain amount of persistence will usually pay off with the loca¬ 
tion of a suitable example. Those focusing on the higher circulated 
grades need look no further than the present lot. This lightly worn 
example is overall bold in definition with no individually bother¬ 
some features among the scattered circulation marks. The color is 
nice, being a blend of olive-gold and khaki-gold shades, and the 
strike is well centered on the planchet and boldly executed in most 
areas of the design. A coin that is sure to have no difficulty finding 
an eager buyer.

A 
bit scarcer than its identically dated Small 5 counterpart in all 
grades, the 1811 Tall 5 becomes more markedly so the closer one 
comes to the Mint State grade level. This minimally circulated sur¬ 
vivor possesses light rub and a smattering of mostly small-size abra¬ 
sions from a short stint in commercial channels. Traces of satiny 
mint luster are discernible on both sides, particularly around the 
devices and peripheries. The strike is otherwise sharply executed, but 
there is an area of incompleteness of detail over the eagles left (fac¬ 
ing) wing on the reverse where some kind of foreign matter appears 
to have clogged the die. Recommended as a Choice AU representa¬ 
tive of both the type as a whole, the issue or the individual variety.

1592 1812 B. 1-B, Miller-118. Rarity-3. EF-45 (NGC). The final 
delivery in the Capped Bust Left Half Eagle series, the 1812 was pro¬ 
duced using two distinct die marriages. B. 1-B (Wide 5D) is the 
more frequently encountered of these, and its survivors enjoy steady 
demand among gold type collectors. This EF representative is over¬ 
laid in blended green-gold and orange-gold colors. Still partially lus¬ 
trous despite overall light wear, the surfaces do not reveal ail that 
many abrasions despite having seen 15 points of circulation. Many 
of those distractions that are present, however, are worthy of men¬ 
tion. There are a few thin, moderate-sized grazes in the right-obverse 
field and in the reverse field both below and above the eagles head. 
As an issue, the 1812 is similar in rarity to the 1807, 1809/8 and 
1810 Large Date, Large 5.

1593 1827 B. 1-A. Miller-152, the only known dies. Rarity-6. MS-64 (PCGS). This is an attractive near-Gem, the surfaces alter¬ 
nating between warm, orange-gold overtones and more deeply set, olive-gold color as the coin rotates under a light. The overall 
impression presents as sharp, and it is so in actuality. In fact, it is only our obsession with accuracy that compels us to mention the 
lightest striking incompleteness on the haircurls over Liberty’s ear and at the base of the portrait, as well as in the corresponding areas 
on the reverse (the left portion of the shield and the top of the eagle’s left wing, respectively). Original mint luster is fully intact, the 
texture satiny and very pleasing. There are hardly any blemishes in evidence, as one should expect for the assigned grade, and a tiny, 
slanting graze over Liberty's cheek is only mentionable for pedigree purposes. Additionally, there is a very small swirl of variegated 
tinting at star 10 that also helped us trace this coin’s provenance. 

The 1827 has an original mintage of 24,913 pieces, all of which were delivered with a single die marriage. As with all other issues 
in the Capped Head Left Half Eagle series, the 1827 suffered very heavily at the hands of bullion dealers and speculators who were 
cashing in on the rising gold prices that characterized the years in which this type was produced. With an extant population of per¬ 
haps just 15 coins, the 1827 is a bit rarer than many other Large Diameter Half Eagles of this design, most notably the 1821, 1824, 
1825/1 and 1826. An obviously significant offering for the advanced collector, this lot provides the opportunity for the numismatist 
to acquire a Capped Head Left Half Eagle that was missing from such an important collection as that of the Norwebs.

1594 1841-C Winter 3-C, the only known dies. EF-40 (PCGS). One of only 105-115 pieces believed extant from an original mintage of 21,467 pieces, 
this 41 -C Five has a pleasingly original look to both sides. The surfaces are overlaid in even, khaki-gold color that accents considerable boldness to the 
definition. Of course, overall light wear is noted, as one should expect for the assigned grade, and a smattering of mosdy small-size abrasions is also the 
result of time spent in circulation. Free of singularly bothersome distractions, however, and housed in an older PCGS holder with a light-green insert. 

PCGS# 8203. 
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1597 1845-D Winter 12-1. AU-58 (PCGS). Seemingly earmarked for 
inclusion in a high-grade gold type set that requires a representative of 
Dahlonega Mint Half Eagle production, this ‘45-D Five is overall sharply 
impressed with just a bit of light mb to the highest elements of the design. 
Green-gold surfaces are bright in sheen with no individually mentionable 
"abrasions among the scattered handling marks. With a respectable origi¬ 
nal min tag e of 90,629 pieces and an extant population of perhaps 250 
coins, the 1845-D is one of the more frequently encountered Half Eagles 
from the Georgia branch mint. Still, AU and Mint State survivors are rarer 
than those of the 1853-D and 1854-D deliveries.

1595 1842-C Winter 5-C. Die State I. Large Date.AU-58 (PCGS). 
The Large Date is the more frequently encountered variety of the 
1842-C Half Eagle, but it is still a scarce coin in its own right that 
is deserving of considerable respect in such a high grade as AU-58. 
Only 80-90 coins are believed extant at all levels of preservation, the 
vast majority of which grade VE or EF. At the AU and Mint State 
levels, the ‘42-C Large Date ranks sixth in rarity in the Charlotte 
Mint Half Eagle series. 

This is a sharply impressed coin whose devices retain overall crisp 
delineation despite the presence of some light highpoint rub. The 
outward appearance is largely one of medium-gold color, but one 
can also discern warmer, green-gold undertones as the surfaces rotate 
away from a light. Blushes of satin-to-softly frosted luster still adhere 
to the protected areas around the peripheral devices, and a lack of 
singularly notable abrasions also provides pleasing eye appeal. All-in- 
all, this is an attractive near-Mint example that would grace any 
Southern gold collection with its presence.

Whereas most survivors grade no finer 
than EF, the example in this lot retains enough striking definition to 
have secured a Choice AU grade from NGC. In fact, the overall 
detail is quite bold, particularly when one remembers the coinage 
facility in which this coin was produced. Both sides alternate 
between green-gold and orange-gold colors as the surfaces rotate 
under a light. Scattered small and moderate abrasions are noted, but 
an obverse graze over and before Liberty’s throat is perhaps the only 
one that is really worthy of singular mention.

1598 1847-0 AU-55 (NGC). It is unfortunate that the New Orleans Mint 
is one of the more overlooked coinage facilities in U.S. numismatics, or 
else the 1847-0 Five would gain more of the respect it deserves as a rar¬ 
ity. This is actually one of the most elusive deliveries in the entire Liberty 
Half Eagle series, and Doug Winter (1992) asserts that the ‘47-0 is the 
rarest Five-Dollar gold piece struck in the Louisiana branch mint. A mere 
12,000 pieces were produced, and survivors typically grade well below 
the level represented by the piece in this lot. 

Uncommonly well struck for a product of the New Orleans 
Mint, this Choice AU representative possess typical definition for 
the issue. The devices are overall boldly detailed with no areas of 
particularly notable softness of strike. The surfaces are a bit scufify, 
but one should expect this feature for a Southern gold coin that saw 
actual, however limited circulation. What’s more, there are no size¬ 
able or individually conspicuous distractions, and an even overlay of 
khaki-gold color further enhances the eye appeal. A find for the spe¬ 
cialist, and a coin that would do well in any AU-BU set. 

NGC Census: just 5; with a mere three finer, only one of which is Mint State. The 
PCGS Population for this issue in AU-55 is 2/0.

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1599 1849-C Winter 12-F. Die State II. AU-55 (NGC). At the AU 
and Mint State levels of preservation, the 1849-C is the most readi¬ 
ly obtainable, pre-1850 Half Eagle struck in the Charlotte Mint. We 
suspect, therefore, that high-grade gold type collectors will find this 
lot to be of particular interest. Blushes of copper-gold tinting over¬ 
lay a base of even, khaki-gold color. This is a generally well-struck 
coin, but the detail does soften quite a bit atop the haircurls over 
Liberty’s brow on the obverse and at the eagles left (facing) leg on 
the reverse. Scattered abrasions are consistent with the assigned 
grade, and none are worthy of singular attention. The 1849-C is 
rarer in high grades than two later-date issues in this series: 1853-C; 
and 1858-C.

1600 1851 AU-58 (NGC). A straw yellow, low pop Philadelphia Mint 
half eagle. Luster still resides in the periphery and fields, heaviest on 
the obverse. The most noticeable abrasion is a single reed mark 
under the 6th star.

1601 1853-D Winter 29-U. Large D. AU-58 (PCGS). A strong can¬ 
didate for inclusion in a type set of mintmarked gold, this 
Dahlonega Mint Half Eagle is a bit softly impressed in the centers as 
well as here and there over the rims. The overall impression, howev 
er, is suitably bold for a lightly worn product of this Southern 
coinage facility. Light rose-gold color envelops both sides, the sur¬ 
faces of which are free of individually conspicuous abrasions with 
blushes of original, satiny luster. 

Under a loupe, one can discern extremely faint repunching on the D mintmark.

1602 1854-D Winter 31-X. AU-58 (NGC). The 1854-D (56,143 
pieces produced) is one of the more readily obtainable Dahlonega 
Mint Fives, and it is similar to the 1843-D and 1845-D in terms of 
overall rarity. Traces of a satiny sheen are discernible on both sides as 
this coin rotates under a light, this despite light rub and some scat¬ 
tered, mostly small-size abrasions. The color is a medium-gold shade 
that tends toward pale rose-gold color at certain angles. Overall well 
struck with just a bit of softness to the highpoint definition, this 
piece would fit nicely into either a higher-grade gold type set or a 
specialized collection of Dahlonega Mint coinage.

1603 1855-C Winter 23-J, the only known dies. AU-55 (NGC). 
Similar in high-grade rarity to the 1854-C, the 1855-C is typically 
offered no finer than Choice EF. This minimally circulated survivor 
retains overall sharp detail that is superior to that seen on most 
extant Half Eagles from this coinage facility. The surfaces are quite 
bright in appearance, with alternating green-gold and yellow-gold 
coloration. Scattered distractions are noted, particularly some wispy 
reverse grazes and an area of haziness in the left-obverse field. One of 
perhaps only 140-150 coins extant from an original mintage of 
39,789 pieces, this ‘55-C Five is rarer than similarly graded survivors 
of the 1850-C, 1852-C, 1853-C, 1857-C and 1858-C deliveries.

1604 1859 AU-53 (NGC). A scarce, low mintage No Motto Liberty 
Half Eagle. Only 16,814 coins were struck and most undoubtedly 
went into commerce. Between PCGS and NGC only 121 coins have 
ever been graded in all grades and most examples come in the VF- 
XF range. An AU coin is legitimately very scarce. Slighdy prooflike 
surfaces with the expected abrasions for such a workhorse gold coin.

1605 1861-S EF-40 (PCGS). A sharp and choice example of this very 
scarce Civil War Era San Francisco Half Eagle. Only 18,000 were 
struck this year and the reverse displays a small S mintmark from the 
use of the reverse dies of 1857 in striking this coin. Fresh to the mar¬ 
ket and we strongly suggest close inspection of this lot as the strike, 
surface quality and eye appeal heavily suggest a higher grade. The 
most noticeable marks are three “hyphen-like” tick marks just below 
Liberty’s chin in the field. 

The 1861-S is a seriously rare issue. Currently PCGS has graded 
a mere 27 examples in all grades with the finest being a single AU- 
55. Housed in an old PCGS holder and perfect for the rare date 
gold collector. Nearly half of the graded population at PGCS rests in 
the VG to VE range and a choice example like this is a great oppor¬ 
tunity for the serious gold collector.

The 1863, 1864 and 1865 offered in this sale are great opportuni¬ 
ties for the gold specialist as the quality of these pieces is far above 
average. This 1864 half eagle is a prime representation of that.

A fresh coin with an original and desirable 
look. While the fields have minor abrasions the devices are mark free 
and high-end for the assigned grade.

Of the three Civil War Era half eagles 
offered here, the 1865 has the smallest mintage, 1,270. It is more 
rare than the 1864 half eagle and basically tied with the 1863 half 
eagle with regards to total graded and high grade availability 
(although the 1863 is slightly more rare).

1610 1865-S AU-53 (NGC). An extremely charming Civil War Era half 
eagle from San Francisco. A wonderfully original patina rests on the 
surfaces, heaviest on the obverse.

It is very unusual to find an lower grade AU coin that has this 
much originality and eye appeal as many have been cleaned and 
scrubbed long ago.

The 1871-CC may be 
the most readily obtainable Carson City Mint Half Eagle from the 
1870-1873 era, but it is still a decidedly rare coin when viewed in 
the wider context of this mintmarked gold series. A mere 20,770 
pieces were produced, and only 140-150 coins are believed extant 
in all grades (per Winter and Halperin, 2001). Finer than the typi¬ 
cally offered VF or EF survivor, this Choice AU representative 
probably qualifies as low Condition Census. 

There is a blush of orange-gold tinting in and around the center 
of the obverse, but the balance of the surface areas display lighter, 
medium-gold color. The overall impression is pleasingly sharp, but 
accuracy does compel us to mention some bluntness to the detail 
over the eagle's neck feathers on the reverse. Wispy abrasions are sin¬ 
gularly inconspicuous, and the eye appeal is sufficiendy strong for an 
early CC-mint gold coin that saw actual, however light circulation. 
The back of the PCGS holder is noticeably scuffed, and this feature 
will probably obscure the mintmark area when our Imaging 
Department photographs this coin for the catalog.

1613 1871-CC Winter 1-A. AU-55 (NGC). The present sale notwithstanding, this is a scarce, early-date Carson City Mint Half Eagle when viewed in 
the wider context of U.S. numismatics. This lot offers an NGC-certified survivor whose surfaces are free of all but light rub from a short time spent 
in circulation. The color is a pleasing rose-gold shade that helps to accent remnants of original mint bloom. Much of the readily apparent luster is pres¬ 
ent in the more protected areas around the devices, but it is also discernible in the fields as the coin dips into a light.

A Colorful, Attractive Gem with an Ultra Cameo Finish 



1614 1873 Closed 3. Proof-65 Ultra Cameo (NGC). As a proof gold coin from the 1870s with an original mintage of just 25 pieces, it should come 
as no surprise to read that the 1873 is a very rare Half Eagle in this format. Writing in Volume IV of the book United States Gold Coins: An Analysis 
of Significant Auction Records, (1975), David W. Akers opines that only 10-12 coins have survived. Judging by current PCGS and NGC population 
data, which reports a total of 28 (!) coins certified, the author’s estimate might be a bit on the low side. On the other hand, third-party certifica¬ 
tion data is obviously inflated in this instance as only 25 coins were originally struck. Suffice it to say that there are probably somewhere on the 
order of 15-20 proof 1873 Half Eagles extant—a total that definitely confirms this issue’s rarity. 

A1 proof 1873 Half Eagles were struck with a Closed 3 in the date. The present example, and probably the entire delivery, was also struck with 
sharp, if not full definition. Deeply mirrored fields shimmer with a reflective finish that contrasts markedly with satin-textured devices. The color 
is a rich, reddish-gold shade that reveals suggestions of pale-copper iridescence as the obverse dips into a light. Free of mentionable handling marks 
in all other areas, there are five small obverse distractions over and before Liberty’s chin that helped us establish this coin’s pedigree. Important, 
attractive, and worthy of inclusion in an advanced U.S. gold collection.

Barely edging out the 
1871-CC, the 1874-CC (21,198 pieces produced) is the most fre¬ 
quently encountered pre-1879 issue in the Carson City Mint Half 
Eagle series. One of perhaps 125-135 coins believed extant in all 
grades (per Winter and Halperin, 2003), this Choice Extremely Fine 
example is partially lustrous with overall light wear. The color alter¬ 
nates between khaki-gold and orange-gold shades as the surfaces 
rotate under a light. Seemingly a bit soft in strike over the central 
obverse highpoints, the reverse is significantly sharper in overall 
detail. None of the wispy abrasions are either sizeable or singularly 
mentionable.

Perhaps curiously for a proof 
Half Eagle, the 1892 typically shows a bit of softness to the strike 
over the highest elements of the design. The present example is no 
exception, as the haircurls over Liberty’s brow on the obverse and 
the eagle’s neck feathers on the reverse are not 100% full in defini¬ 
tion. Lest one be unduly distracted by this feature, we stress that the 
eye appeal is nothing short of strong, the coin possessing bold field- 
to-device contrast and beautiful yellow-gold color. As befits the 
mint finish, the fields do present as “black” at most angles, and this 
is a result of the deeply mirrored reflectivity that they possess. The 
balance of the devices are crisply delineated, and there is not a sin¬ 
gle blemish that would cause one to question the validity of the 
high-end Gem designation. 

The proof 1892 Half Eagle has an original mintage of 92 pieces. 
Survivors are very rare, perhaps numbering no more than 30 coins, 
and they are seen with less frequency in today’s market than those 
of many other lower-mintage proof Fives from this era.

Both sides, nev¬ 
ertheless, are relatively attractive for an impaired early Eagle, the 
color a blend of rich orange-gold and olive-gold shades. The devices 
are suitably bold in definition, this despite a bit of light rub over the 
highpoints. Neither side reveals all that many sizeable abrasions, 
with most handling marks small in size and singularly inconspicu¬ 
ous. We do, however, note a moderate cut at the back of Liberty’s 
cap on the obverse, as well as a shallow reverse scrape at the junc¬ 
tion of the eagle’s neck and breast.

After all, the 1801 B. 2-B is the most 
frequently encountered early Ten in today’s market, and the present 
representative is problem free despite having a bit of light circula¬ 
tion. Although the surfaces appear to be green-gold in color when 
the coin is turned away from a light, direct angles reveal more of a 
yellow-gold sheen. There is also a bit of coppery tinting in the more 
protected areas around the reverse eagle and some of the stars on 
that side, but this feature may not be readily evident at first.

1637 1844-0 AU-53 (NGC). A great type coin for a New Orleans 
Liberty Eagle. The 1844-0 was minted to the tune of 118,700 coins 
and can be frequently found in the AU grade range. Any uncirculat¬ 
ed example would be very scarce to rare and highly desirable.This 
example is frosty with greenish-gold surfaces. The surfaces are even¬ 
ly abraded. A small rim bruise is noted at 9 o’clock on the obverse.

1643 1872-CC Winter 1-B. Die State I. AU-53 (NGC). Production 
of Eagles remained limited during this, the third year in which the 
Carson City Mint struck gold coins of this denomination. The 
1872-CC (4,600 pieces struck) has an extant population of perhaps 
just 60-70 coins, which confirms it as the sixth rarest of 19 CC- 
mint Eagle deliveries in an absolute sense. In high grades (i.e., AU 
and Mint State), the ‘72-CC has an even more impressive ranking, 
trailing only the first-year 1870-CC as the most elusive Carson City 
Mint Ten. To date, the 1872-CC remains unknown at any grade 
level above AU-58. 

The typically offered AU 1872-CC Eagle will show some signs 
of striking incompleteness over the higher elements of the design. 
Such is the case with the present example, although we note that the 
overall detail is really not all that bad for a lightly worn survivor of 
this issue. In fact, the devices are fairly bold in appearance. The 
color is a dominant orange-gold shade that yields to more deeply 
set, green-gold undertones as the surfaces rotate away from a light. 
Remnants of original luster peer from the protected areas around 
the devices, this despite a somewhat scuffy “look” to both sides 
from time spent in commercial channels. Problem-free for an AU 
CC-mint Eagle, nonetheless, with a few moderate reverse distrac¬ 
tions that we mention solely for accuracy.

That said, we direct bidder attention to 
the conditionally rare Gem in the present lot. The strike may not 
be 100% full (it softens a bit over the central obverse highpoints 
and at the eagle’s trailing talon on the reverse), but it is overall bold 
and sufficiently well executed by the standards of the issue. Satiny 
mint luster is uncommonly vibrant, and the surfaces are exception¬ 
ally well preserved with no individually mentionable abrasions. In 
fact, the outward appearance of both sides is largely smooth, and an 
even endowment of warm, reddish-gold color further enhances 
already impressive eye appeal.

At 
or above the Gem threshold, the ‘09-D is seldom offered, with such examples being the province of the most advanced 
collectors. We are aware of the following Superb Gem survivors, both of which are at the top of Condition Census for 
the issue:

The current PCGS Population Report lists a second MS-67 example, which might be Eliasberg/Dr. Steven Duckor 
specimen or the coin that Akers (1988) pedigrees to a “prominent Eastern collector.” Two other MS-65+ pieces once 
(or still?) owned by Akers are other possible contenders for Superb Gem status using todays grading standards. 

Truly a magnificent Indian Eagle, this fully lustrous example is awash in rich, reddish-gold color and swirling, frosty- 
textured luster. A finely granular texture is appreciable with a loupe, and this feature is characteristic of most Mint State 
09-D Tens. Close inspection also reveals a few faint, intermingled blushes of rose-gold tinting, predominandy in the 
reverse field behind the eagle. The strike is razor sharp throughout, and the surfaces are expectably smooth for the 
assigned grade. A thin, slanting reverse graze over the motto IN GOD WE TRUST helped us trace the pedigree of this 
important Superb Gem. David W. Akers mentions this coin prominently on page 64 of the 1988 book A Handbook of 
20th-Century United States Gold Coins: 1907-1933 as one of the finest known 1909-D Indian Eagles.

The 1866-S No Motto 
Double Eagle has an unknown original mintage which numismatic 
researchers have estimated at 12,000 pieces. One of most challeng¬ 
ing Type I Double Eagles to locate in any grade, this delivery is rep¬ 
resented by perhaps just 175-200 survivors in today’s market. There 
have been no significant hoards of ‘66-S No Motto Twenties, so 
those pieces that are extant must have survived largely as a matter 
of chance. 

Writing in 2002, Doug Winter and Adam Crum assert that AU- 
53 examples such as the present coin qualify as Condition Census 
for this San Francisco Mint delivery. Both sides are lightly circulat¬ 
ed with rub largely confined to the open fields and higher elements 
of the devices. Still, there is not much luster remaining, but the fact 
that there is even a minimal amount is significant for an issue that 
is typically worn to the point where none of the original mint fin¬ 
ish is evident. Deep khaki-gold color envelops both sides, its 
appearance warming a bit as the coin dips into a light. The overall 
definition is suitably bold, and we stress that this issue will typical¬ 
ly show a softer impression on the obverse than on the reverse, as 
evidenced on the present example. None of the scattered abrasions 
are worthy of individual concern, and the eye appeal is quite 
impressive for the issue. After the 1861-S Paquet Reverse, the 1866- 
S No Mono is the rarest Type I Double Eagle from the San 
Francisco Mint both from absolute and condition standpoints.

The San Francisco Mint inaugurated Type II Double Eagle production with a delivery of approximately 722,500 
pieces in 1866. In high grades, the 1866-S Motto is the rarest Type II Twenty from this coinage facility, with Doug Winter and Mike Fuljenz (1996) 
accounting for a mere six or seven Mint State survivors. In fact, such is the high-grade rarity of this S-mint delivery that the authors further state 
that even a premium-quality AU-55 can lay claim to Condition Census standing. 

Easily among the finest ‘66-S Motto Twenties extant, this high-Condition Census example is an attractive coin irrespective of specific issue. The 
surfaces exhibit warm, rose-gold color and swirling, softly frosted luster. The overall impression is uncommonly bold for the type, and it can actu¬ 
ally be rightly described as sharp on the reverse. There are no singularly mentionable abrasions on either side, and those handling marks that are 
present are mostly small in size and seemingly minimal in number given the BU designation. A tiny, out-of-the-way alloy spot over the obverse rim 
outside star 5 should help establish the pedigree of this important and impressive condition rarity.

1704 1913 MS-65 (PCGS). This is a curious issue in that, with a limited original mintage of 168,838 pieces, one would expect survivors to be rare in all 
Uncirculated grades. This is not really the case, as low-end Mint State representatives can only rightly be described as scarce. At the present level of 
preservation, however, this issue is decidedly rare, and only the wealthier collectors will have the means to secure a Gem. In fact, David W. Akers 
(1988) opines that one can locate a Gem-quality survivor of such absolute rarities in this series as the 1927-S, 1930-S, 1931, 1931-D and 1932 more 
easily than they can locate an identically graded representative of the 1913. 

Solidly within the Condition Census for the issue, this lovely example is uncommonly well preserved with overall smooth-looking surfaces. There 
are none but a few wispy, very trivial abrasions scattered about, none of which are worthy of individual attention. Warm orange-gold color envelops 
both sides, as does fulsome mint frost. Pleasingly sharp in strike, with eye appeal that certainly rates as among the strongest for a survivor of this con¬ 
ditionally challenging delivery.

An important Saint-Gaudens Double 
Eagle, the 1924-D is a scarce-to-rare issue in all grades that is simi¬ 
lar in this regard to the 1925-D and 1926-S. Although once con¬ 
sidered to be extremely rare, the ‘24-D is now regarded as a medi¬ 
an rarity in this series thanks to the discovery of a few small hoards 
beginning in the mid-1950s. Most of these hoard coins, however, 
were in fairly low grade, with the result that this issue remains quite 
rare at or near the Gem level of preservation. 

A few intermingled blushes of rose-gold tinting are present in 
the centers, but the overall appearance is one of warm, orange-gold 
color. Full mint frost shimmers from rim-to-rim, there being none 
but a few small, scattered abrasions to preclude an even higher 
grade.

This is a 
highly desirable example of the latter issue, the surfaces displaying 
halos of olive-gold peripheral tinting that frame otherwise domi¬ 
nant rose-gold color. Full mint frost envelops both sides, the devices 
of which are boldly, if not sharply struck from the dies. Minimally 
abraded, with just a few wispy ticks that seem to stand between this 
coin and an even higher grade. 

There was once a time when the ‘25-D was considered rarer 
than such luminaries in the Saint-Gaudens Double Eagle series as 
the 1920-S, 1930-S, 1931 and 1932. Then a few small hoards were 
discovered, probably in Europe, and the ‘25-D came down a few 
notches in its overall rarity ranking. The issue remains decidedly 
scarce, however, with Akers (1988) accounting for no more than 
200 survivors in all Mint State grades. Most of these pieces seem to 
be concentrated at the Choice BU level of preservation.

The Rarest of the 1929-1932 Issues in the Saint-Gaudens Series 



1734 1930-S MS-65 (PCGS). When offered in todays market, which is infrequently at best, the 1930-S is almost always Mint 
State. This is because the 74,000 pieces produced did not enter commercial channels in significant numbers. In fact, the 
‘30-S was probably not released in quantity at all, the handful of survivors escaping the Mint either singly or in very small 
numbers. The balance of the mintage was destroyed on presidential authority either during or after March 1933. 

Discounting the 1933, the final five issues in the Saint-Gaudens Double Eagle series remain collectible, if only by 
the wealthiest numismatists. All of these deliveries were extensively melted after the onset of the Great Depression, and 
their mintage figures have no bearing on their absolute rarity in today’s market. The total number of coins produced, 
however, can be of help in assessing the relative rarity of these issues, at least in the case of the 1930-S. This San 
Francisco Mint delivery boasts the lowest mintage in the 1929-1932 Double Eagle series, and survivors are rarer than 
those of the 1929, 1931, 1931-D and 1932 issues. Only at or above the MS-64 grade level is the 1931-D somewhat 
successful at closing the rarity the gap with the 1930-S. 

A beautiful Saint-Gaudens Double Eagle regardless of specific issue, this solidly graded Gem is overlaid in well- 
blended swirls of light-gold and rose-gold colors. Sharp striking detail characterizes virtually all elements of the design, 
and a bit of trivial bluntness to the stars along the lower-left obverse border is fairly common for a ‘30-S Twenty. While 
several survivors of this issue are marred by unsightly copper spots or stains, the present example is free of not only 
these features, but also mentionable abrasions. A tiny swirl of coppery iridescence is well concealed in the eagles right 
wing feathers, and we mention it solely for pedigree purposes. Fully frosted in sheen, and possessed of exceptional eye 
appeal even for the assigned grade, this gorgeous Double Eagle is destined to serve as a highlight in an advanced col¬ 
lection of Saint-Gaudens coinage. 

Many extant 1930-S Double Eagles, the present Gem included, display a wispy obverse die scratch (as struck) from the 3 o’clock position on 

the rim, as well as a raised lump (also as produced) inside the 0 in the date.

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Infrequently Offered 1932 Double Eagle 

A Lovely MS-64 Example Certified by PCGS 



1735 1932 MS-64 (PCGS). Had fate been kinder to this issue, the 1932 would probably not have been a rare date. After all, an origi¬ 
nal mintage of 1.1 million pieces is not all that much lower than the 1.7 million coins delivered for the 1923-D—a fairly plentiful 
Double Eagle in most grades. The 32-P, however, was struck only one year prior to the issuance of the Gold Recall Act, and the 
amount of time that elapsed between this issue’s delivery and that presidential order was insufficient for the widespread distribution 
of these coins. In fact, virtually the entire mintage remained in federal vaults until March 1933, sometime during or after which they 
were melted. We do not know how many pieces managed to escape destruction, but a reasonable estimate on the current number of 
survivors would be 50-100 pieces. 

Among the later-date issues in the Saint-Gaudens Double Eagle series, the 1929 is the most frequently encountered, followed (in 
an order that is still debated) by the 1931, 1931-D and 1932, then the 1930-S, and finally, of course, the noncollectible 1933. This 
is a gorgeous representative of the 1932 delivery, both sides possessing rich orange-gold color and bountiful mint frost. The strike is 
expectably sharp for the issue, and there are none but a few well-scattered abrasions that seem to be the only reasons why this love¬ 
ly coin did not secure an even higher grade. Easily the most important offering in the Jim Beg Collection, and one of the most sig¬ 
nificant gold rarities in this sale, this impressive example is destined to serve as a centerpiece is another noteworthy collection. A tiny, 
well-concealed reverse alloy spot below the final S in STATES is mentioned solely for pedigree purposes.
